New York, May 2 . — Labor troubles 
which were predicted for May 1 in this 
city amount only to strikes by the 
house-smiths and framers’ unions. The 
former has called out all its men and s 
lai^e majority of the latter are out 
waiting for a settlement of propositions 
made by employers. These two unions 
include alKiut 6,000 men. a very small 
portion of the workmen of New York; 
still they can, by keeping way from 
their work, throw 25,000 men ont of em- 
ployment. 

Last night a big mass meeting of 
labor unions was held at U nion Square. 
It was estimated that 12,000 persons 
were present when the speaking began. 
As early as 7 o'clock the Tarious labor 
organizations began making their ap- 
pearance and in an hour's time the 
sqnare was crowded. The organiza- 
Gons represented comprisod cigarmak- 
ers, bakers, waiters, confectioners, 
tailors and brewers. The meeting was 
held under the direction of the socialistic 
labor party and the central labor feder- 
ation. 

L. Samncl, editor of The People, 
called the mceUng to order shortly after 
6 o'clock and delivered a brief address 
in favor of unions and the eight-hour 
day. Other speakers followe-l In the 
same strain and then a set of resolu- 
tions, demanding a reduction of the 
present working hours to e,ght; ex- 
tending sympathy ta the striking coal 
miners In PenusylTania and uigriag all 
wage-workers to rally under the ban- 
ner of the socialistic labor party, was 
introdncod and unanimously adopted. 

Ottumwa, la.. May. 2 . — Every miner 
in this section drop;,^ his shovel yes- 
terday and will stay ont until toe eight- 
hoar day is granted. At Myatn, Oaka- 
loosa, Kcb, Avery, Flagler, Foster, Al- 
bia and twenty other points the miners 
went ont aocording to the ilietation of 
the executive committee of tae lows 
mine workers. 

The miners have heretofore made no 
demand for eight hours, in many cases 
quitting work simply for a holiday, but 
the action of tlie executive oummittee 
will prolong what would have been a 
strike of but short duration. Big cele- 
brations were held at Mystic, where 
General Weaver made the priaeipal ad- 
dress, and at Albia, and it was formally 
decided not to resume work. Every- 
thing is quiet and no depredations have 
been committed except at Oskaloosa, 
where fire in the Consolidated Coal 
Company's shaft No. 7 destroyed the en- 
tire plant. 

Wiieei.ino, W. Va., May 2. — The 
miners employed in this vicinity to the 
number of 1,000 quit work yesterday 
morning on account of the operators’ 
failure to sign the scale. It is not ex- 
pected tlust the strike will be of long 
duration. 

TitiMni.p., O.. May 2. — The miners em- 
ployed in Lucas district Na 0 struck 
yesterday. They number 1,100 In all. 
So far as can be ascertained the men 
demand an adrance In the rates for ma- 
chine mining. With regard to the eight- 
hour question there is a division of sen- 
timent. From Lexington and Gorewood 
somes the news that the miners arc all 
at work with no intention of striking at 
present. 

Duquoix, III., May ‘A — What prom- 
ises to be the most stubbornly con- 
tested coal minors strike ever held in 
this district was inaugurated yesterday 
morning. The contest is to euforce the 
eight-hour day and pay every Saturday. 
The men say they will stay ont until 
the law U upheld and their demands 
granted. The operators 6 .yt the law is 
nnjust and that they will fight It to the 
United States supreme court. Fully 
1.500 men will be directly interested in 
this strike, which, with their families, 
swells tlie total number affected to S.500 
sou la 

Beaver Dam, Wia, May 2. — The op- 
eratives in the cotton factories and the 
woolen mills here struck yesterday 
morning for a reduction of working 
houra There are about 250 ont of em- 
ployment as a result of the strike. They 
have been working elevea hours and 
want the day reduced to tea houra 

I’lTTSnuHOH, May 2. — The railroad 
coal miners of the I'ittsburgh district, 
S.000 in number, struck yesterday. The 
miners wilL however, resume work 
Monday, as an agreement was reached 
yesterday afternoon by their confer- 
ence oommittee in couvention here and 
the coal operators' committee, by which 
the last year's rate of seventy-nine 
cents was allirmed. The coal operators 
also agreed to advance the price of 
mining in case of any advance in coal 
during the coming year. 

Fort Watsk, Ind., May 2. — All the 
union painters in Fort Wayne, some 200 
In nnmber, struck yesterday morning, 
the boas pamters having reUised their 
demands for the eight-hour day and a 
uniform scale of wages. Tlie demand 
calls for thirty -five cents per hour. It 
is probable the mutter will be settled 
by arbitration. 

L 0 CISVILI.S, May 2. —One of the arg- 
est labor demonstrations that has ever 
been witnessed in I^inisville too'u place 
yesterday. Wageworkers to the nnm- 
ber of aliout 6,000 were in line, the 
ranks being swelled by a thousand or 
BO from New Albany. Manufacturing 
shops generally throughout the city 
were closed fur the day. 

In Covington, Ky., the carpenters 
went ont on a strike yesterday for nine 
boors work at a minimum of 32.50 per 
day, instead of t-n hours p"r day a.s pre- 
viously. They also want the contrac- 
tors to emoloy uoue but union mcu.

While ExtingaiBhing a Fire at 
Greenville, 0., 



The fiercest and most disastrous firs 
on record hi Atlantia county, N. J., for 
thirty years was raging Thursday In the 
vicinity of Convertown and Port Re- 
public, and the heavens were illumi- 
nated like noonday. Thursday morn- 
ing the pines in the neighborhood 
of the places mentioned took fire 
from a spark from an engine. 
The heavy westerly wind which was 
blowing at the time fanned the blaze, 
and the flames soon spread to the large 
pines and in a short Gme the whole for- 
est south of Pumoua was like a raging 
furnace. The air was filled with sparks, 
and amid the roaring of the rushing 
flames could be heard the thunder of 
the falling pines and oaks. 
The path of the fire steadily 
widened, and the flames spread 
in several directions, completely 
enveloping the cedar swamps. By a 
change of the wind the town of Absecon 
was saved from destmcGon, bnt the fire 
was guided from its old path into tbo 
midst of some of the most valuable 
young timber in that secGon. Gradu- 
ally the flames worked their way 
toward Conoverbjwn, and by 2 o'clock 
Thursday aftenieon had reached the 
outskirts of the town. What few 
men there were about lu the fluids 
and in the streets seized liranches 
sticks or shovels and hurried into 
the woods, hardly knowing where they 
were going or what they were going 
for. A panic had ensued among the 
women ia the town. They rushed 
about, madly asking each other what 
they should da Tlie fire had driven 
the men who were fighting it back al- 
most to their own doors. Finding 
their efforts to get the fire under 
control useless, the n.cn turned 
their attention to their homes. The 
flames at this time were not over a 
quarter of a mile distant It did not 
take long to remove half of their honse- 
bold goods across the street and down 
into the open fields. None too soon was 
this accomplished, as the fire burst out 
of the woods and ignited the houses, 
which were soon reduced to ashca A 
strong westerly wind aided in the de- 
struction. All the wooded laud in the 
direction of the shore road was burned

Washixotox. May 2.— United States 
Treasurer Nebeeker Issued a circular 
yesterday stating that banks through- 
out the L'nited States will on applica- 
tion be furnished at ths expense of the 
treasury department with 9300 in subsi- 
diary silver coin. The circular also 
states that the supply of standard silver 
dollars in the treimury, except those 
upon which silver certificates have been 
issneA is practically exhausteA This 
is the first step In Secretary Foster’s 
plan to put the subsidiary coin Into cir- 
cnlation. 



The Carolina Central trainmen have 
been having a peculiar ex{>ericnou 
with caterpillars for four or five days 
past, and it Is something nnheard of in 
the railroad history of North Carolina. 
Jnst east of Lumberton is what is 
known as the Big Swamp, and the rail- 
road goes through it on trestle-work, 
broken here and there in the solid por- 
tions of the swamp by embankments of 
earth. Last Tuesday an army of cater- 
pillars began moving out of the swamp, 
and when they reached the stream over 
which the trestles carry the rails, they 
massed on the railroad and procee>led 
to cross on the trestles. The rails and 
ties were covered inches deep with the 
moving mass, and the first train that 
encountered them was lirought to a 
dead btand-stilL the driving-wheels of 
the engine slipping around o.s if 
the rails had been thoroughly oileA 
The engineer exhausted the contents 
of his sand-box before he got through 
the swamp and reached a clear stretch 
of track. It was thought that trip 
would be the end of the caterpillar 
trouble, but the very next day a train 
encountered another army of caterpil- 
lars crossing the trestle and bad the 
sam* difficulty. The Charlotte-bound 
passenger train Saturday bad a similar 
experience, and a passenger says the 
scene was something wonderful. The 
rails and crossings were actually ob- 
senrred from sight by the masses of 
caterpillars, and the ground and 
swamps on each side of the track were 
littered with the ma.shcd fragments 
of millions of the caterpillars from 
the wheels of pa.ssing trains, and from 
this mass an unendurable stench aros.-. 
Where the caterpillars came from is 
not known. The Lirmcrs on this side of 
the swamp expis-sa no uneasiness for 
the safety of their crops so long as the 
advancing army persists in using the 
trestle as its means of getting aeriKut 
the streams, fur none of them have gut 
more than half way across before a 
train would come along and convert 

them Into fertilizMs.^^
